Work AND THE HOUSEWIFE. 


- FOUSEWORK should never be allowed 

to be a tyrant! 
) time table of work is absolutely neces- 
‘sary for efficiency, it is you who must rule 
the plan, and not the plan rule you. 

There are days when it is expedient to do 
something quite out of the usual routine, or 
even to Jeave things undone altogether. . The 
household will not collapse if for once a room 
is left. without its weekly. clean, or the wash- 
ing is left till ‘Tuesday’; and the day’s rest 
or change or occupation. may mean fresh 
energy and -new imterests for the worker. It 
is, unfortuhatély, only too common to. find 
housewives who are se bound by routine work 
‘that they. worry and stress and refuse to Jet 


y 


out of the house, and even then they feel 
that everything will -go wrong, because plans 
have been changed. .This is a serious mental 
tie-up, and should be discouraged in every 
case. 

The necessity for up-to-date tools and de- 
vices, and for the right placement of the 
working equipment, are no new themes; but 
once more the importdnee of both these points 
must be stressed, for they make all the 
difference between efficient and inefficient 
;housekeeping. ‘Tools that really save labour 
‘and time, without being so intricate and diffi- 
cult to keep clean that their care is an added 
burden, are the best: investment that a 
modern household can. make. Time’ and 
energy are too precious to be ‘frittered away 
by slow faethiods of work, when. the same 
work can be done quicker, and’ more 
thoroughly by mechanical means. 

The housewife of to-day. who declines to 
consider the use of labour-saving mechanical 
devices is working by a method equivalent

THE  TOILET. TABLE. 


HE largest and: most conspicuous object 
au on the toilet table should be the mirror, 
However big this may be, or however 
small, let it be a true glass. A few shillings 
spent on a good mirror is money well laid 
out. A. proper looking-glass_ certainly will 
not flatter you, but, on the contrary, if will 
point. out to you in a friendly way all your 
defects, and if there be no means of temedy- 
ing them: it will give you light to do, so; but 
a bad glass is your worst-itiend, because it 


‘not only -hides your faults, but gives an .im-

* Captain Redmond dealt with the question of 


fisheries. He said that he had advocated 
many times in the Dail that something should 
be done by the Ministry for Fisheries to 
justify its existence. What had the Govern- 
ment dont to assist the fishing industry in 
general ? 

A Voice—Nothing. 

He had called for the abolition of the 
Ministry for Fisheries, principally on the 
ground that it cost no less than £52,306 per 
year. The amount paid in salaries, travelling 
expenses, etc., was £24,506; that meant that 


fifty per cent. of the total cost was paid out 


in salaries. He had demanded that the 
Ministry for Fisheries should be amalgamated, 
as it was in England, with the Ministry for 
Agriculture, or some other Ministry, and the 
money saved thereby allocated to the develop- 
ment and improvement of fisheries. There 
had been a reduction in salaries of £70; but 
in the matter of fishery development the re- 
duction was no less than £6,000. 
Notwithstanding the fact that fishing was 
one of the greatest industries in Ireland, pos- 


sibly the greatest potential industry after | 


agriculture itself—his contention was that 
the. fishing industry had been wantonly ne- 
glected by the Government. They had been 
told that they could secure loans to help 
them; but before doing so they would 
require to have a good ‘security 
as almost the Bank of England—such security 
as it-was practically impossible for the poor 
tishermen to get. 

Referring to the reduction of income tax, 
he said that should have been done twelve 
months ago, and, while reducing income tax, 
(he Government should have kept their word 
and restored the old age pensions amount. 
‘he Agricultural Credits Bill should have 
heen introduced years ago, and the question 
of unemployment had never been seriously 
tackled by the Government. 


THE SHANNON SCHEME. 

The Shannon scheme had his support, but 
he methods of carrying on the work were 
t only unjust and antnir, but unprofitable 
to the people of this country.

The Fight for Votes. 


Yesterday was a day of far-flung talk in 
the Irish Free State, and the. election 
campaign will reach its climax during the 
present week. We think that. Ministers 


their labours of the past fortnight. In the 
‘first place, the peaceful conduct of the 
campaign has been, in itself, a tribute to 
the Government’s success. Meetings have 
been interrupted in some parts of the 
country ; argument has been overborne. by 
mere noise, and once or twice the Civic 
Guard were compelled to use their batons. 
On the whole, however, the campaign has 
been quieter than many which were fought 
in the old Parnellite days.» Nobody has 
been afraid to attend an election meeting, 
and the sinister shadow of the gunman has 
vanished. -When we contrast these condi- 
tions with those of five years ago we get 
striking proof of the Free State Govern- 
ment's fine achievement in the restoration 
of order and law. In the next place, the 
Government s advocates. everywhere have 
carried the heavier weight of metal. 
Ministers have two important assets—the 
things that they have done and the things 
that they not only propose to do, but will 


country’s confidence. Day after day, Mr. 
Cosgrave, Mr. O'Higgins and Mr. Hogan 
have repeated the story of their work in 
all departments of national progress, and 
their bitterest. enemies have failed to re- 
' fute..it. .Against. these. solid claims. 
the Government’s rivals have been: able 
to put nothing more substantial than 
promises. “ They can say only: “Elect us 
and you will see’’; but Min’sters say: 
“Re-elect us because you have seen.” 

If the story of the past week repeats 
itself during the next ten days, and if we 
may assume .an electorate open to argu- 
ment and alive to the issues at stake, the 
Government’s victory ought not to be in 
any doubt. It can be replaced only by a 
party which has nothing to offer to the 
country save .disaster—a substitution of 
unsettlement for settlement and of 
destruction for construction. Against all 
the constitutional parties which seek to 
become stronger at Cumann na nGaedheal’s 
expense the /fatal objection can be urged 
that none ef them would be able now to 
form a secure Government. It is probable 
that one or more of them will enter office 
gradually through the door of coalition, 
| but the dominating fact of the moment is 
| the country’s need of stability. We be- 
lieve that, although the Government has 
incurred much unpopularity—partly for 
the entirely creditable reasons that Mr. 
Cosgrave mentioned, last Saturday, at 
Thurles—the sensible element in the 
nation, which refuses to risk all the hardly 
| won gains of the last five years, will pre- 
vail at the polls. Yet we shall suggest to 
Ministers that, in these critical days be- 
fore the election, they will be foolish to 
give any sort of unnecessary -offence to 
anybody. Many of the electors attach an 
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achieved at all, can be achieved only 
by the slow processes of time, by the 
removal of ancient fears and jealousies, 


| and by the effective argument of sound, 


progressive and liberal administration 
within the twenty-six counties. The 
partition of Ireland is an obstacle to 
national progress that can be removed 
only by patient and tolerant statesman- 
ship. The recent speeches of Ministers, 
in which this fact is recognised, have 
created an excellent impression in the 
Northern counties. Unfortunately, while 
they have the value which every honest 
word of good-will, as between North and 
South, must possess, they have made 
hitherto no progress beyond the stage of 
words. During the past two years the 
Free State Government has neglected a 
host of opportunities, It has not made 
one concrete proposal for the betterment 
of economic or social relations with the 
North. It has sent trade representatives 
to London and to foreign countries, but 
has no such representative in Belfast. 
If, during the next few days, Mr. Cosgrave 
will announce that his Executive, when 
returned to office, will make definite -over- 
tures to the Northern Government, his 
candidates in every constituency will 
receive. votes. that, perhaps, no other 
weapon in his whole armoury of persuasion 


could secure for them.

Railways and Roads. 


Last year the rapid growth of motor trans- 
port in Ireland was a cause of public 
wonder, but since the present summer 
dawned the progress of last year has been 
wholly eclipsed, The enterprise of private 
companies and of the amalgamated railway 
companies: of the Irish Free State has 
launched new services upon the roads so 
many and so far-reaching that Ireland now 
is well abreast of the most progressive 
countries in road transport. The farthest 
corners of the land have been penetrated. 
Last summer omnibus services opened up 
Dublin and the neighbouring counties, and 
flung out lines to Dundalk, Cavan and 
Athlone, while there were small services 
in Munster. This year Dublin is linked 
to Gorey, Waterford, Cork, Limerick, 
Ballina and Sligo by omnibus lines. From 
most of these termini subsidiary services 
afford connection with outlying places of 
interest and importance. From Cork it is 
possible to travel by public road services 
to Dunmanway, Clonakilty, Kinsale, 
Youghal, Macroom and Killarney. From 
Killarney, again, motor omnibuses, under 
the direction of the railway company, 
carry tourists over the ‘‘ Prince of Wales’s 
route,” and, By circular tour, through 
Glenbeigh, Cahirciveen, Waterville, Sneem 
and Kenmare. A long-distance service 
connects Cork—by Mallow and Charle- 
ville—with Limerick. In proportion to its 
population, Limerick has reached a higher 
pitch of development in. road transport 
‘than any other provincial centre; for in 
all directions it has thrown out omnibus 
lines. The railway company, furthermore, 
has established a road service from Foynes 
to Tarbert. Among the most welcome of 
the new ‘services is one launched by the 
railway company in the charming coastal 
region of the West, connecting Clifden— 
by Leenane and Westport—with Malla- 
ranny. Thus, just as the loveliest scenery 
of Kerry has been opened to the omnibus 
traveller, so the. glories of Connemara and 
Joyce’s Country are made accessible to the 
traveller who hitherto has been debarred 
from exploring, for example, the beautiful 
harbour of Killary, by the expense of 
faring so far beyond the railway’s reach. 
From Sligo a regular service with Bun- 
doran, by the splendid road which runs 
along the brink of the Atlantic, adds to 
the amenities of those two resorts. Two of 
the new omnibus services cross the Border 
—a happy earnest, we hope, of the unifica- 
tion of transport lines in this small island. 
Thus, one line connects the far north of 
Inishowen, by Carndonagh and Buncrana, 
with the city of Londonderry. Another 
line crosses the Border twice, and 
enables pilgrims to travel from County 
Leitrim, by Enniskillen, to Lough Derg. 
The two modes of transport—rail 
and yroxld—ought to supplement each 
other and to contribute to each other's 
prosperity; for, as travel becomes easy, 
so it will become popular. Formerly a 
journey across Ireland was formidable, 
chiefly by reason of the cost and discomfort 
of the final portion made by road. Now 
the day is approaching when the railways 
will be served by cheap and agreeable 
road services, reaching all outlying dis- 
tricts and carrying the traveller to his 
home, the angler to the lough and the 
business man to distant towns and 
villages. 


The lrish Guards. 


Last Saturday, to the strains of Irish 
marches and with adequate pomp and 
ceremony, the King presented new Colours 
to the Irish Guards. His Majesty re- 
called, in his address to the officers and 
men, that:-he had given them new Colours 
fourteen years ago. They were then 
a young regiment, “and the Colours bore 
no honours upon them.” Relatively, the 
Irish Guards are a young regiment still, 
but the names which the King recited—~ 
Mons, Ypres, the Somme, Cambrai—sum- 
marised an achievement which makes their 
history old and rich in valour. Their

Children's Books. 


A visitor to a recent exhibition of 
children’s books in London wonders if, in 
spite of the great increase in quantity, 
there has been a corresponding improve- 
ment in the quality of juvenile literature 
during the past century. Mrs. Markham 
and the editor of the#‘ Child’s Guide to 


Knowledge’’ are quaint in modern eyes; | 


but the solemn educational theories of the 
present may not be taken more seriously 
in a hundred years’ time. The resources 
of modern book production may capture 
the youthful mind more easily than the 
old wood-cuts remembered by Leigh Hunt: 
they represented “the grim Soldan, 
sitting with three staring blots for his eyes 
and mouth, his sceptre in one hand and his 
five other fingers raised and spread in 
admiration at the feats of the gallant 
*prentice.’’ Yet the temptation to take 
less pains with the actual narrative is 
all the greater. History books a century 
ago very decidedly were not about ‘‘ move- 
ments ’’ or the salt tax, but about persons ; 
for it was thought that curiosity about the 
past would most easily be awakened by the 
perronal touch—whether in relation to 
cakes or spiders. ‘‘ A Chapter of Kings,” 
written by a Mr. Collins in 1791, contains 
the bald statement that a certain monarch 
was ' as fat as a pig.” This may have 
been a detail of singular unimportance in 
history; but it showed, at any rate, that 
Mr. Collins understood how to arouse tue 
interest of his readers, Writers of books 
for boys in the nineteenth century—with 
the exception of Jules Verne—could not 
send their heroes under the sea or through 
the upper air; yet Ballantyne and Steven- 
son still remain favourites, because of their 
high imaginative inspiration. A ship- 
wrecked mariner in the post-war era will 
have his wireless set, and, for preference, 
will be picked up by a passing aeroplane.

The Seseiani sinus in London yes- 
terday issued the following statement :—. 
“The - recent disturbances in China, 


especially the unhappy incidents at 
Nanking and Hankow, have borne witness 
to the.imadequacy. of the measures taken 
by the Chinese authorities for the protec- 
The life and 
property of Japanese residents in the dis- 
turbed districts have been seriously en- 
dangered, and the prestige of the Japanese 
nation has been affected by wanton out- 
rages.. 

‘The. present situation in North China 
threatens imminent recurrence of similar 
incidents. In view of the likelihood of dis- 
turbances extending to the vicinity of 
Tsinanfu, where there are some 2,000 
Japanese residents, the Japanese Govern- 
ment cannot but be gravely concerned as 
to the safety of their lives and property. 
The district, unlike the ports on the 
Yangtee, being remote from the sea-coast, 
is out of the reach of protection by a naval 
force. 

“In these circumstances, the Japanese 
Government have been compelled to have 
recourse to the employment of military 
force for the prevention of the recurrence 
of these unfortunate incidents, and for the 
protection of the lives and property of the 
Japanese residents. Having regard to the 
changing situation and to the. difficulty of 
transportation, the Japanese Government 
have come to the decision that, as an 
emergency measure, a contingent of two 
thousand troops from the garrison now 
stationed in Manchuria be forthwith de- 
spatched to Tsingtao , to await further 
orders there. 

“Tt is scarcely necessary to add that the

friendly intention whatever towards the 
Chinese people, nor do they ‘have any idea 
to. interfere with the military operations

HOW THE CROWD GREETED 


LINDBERGH. 


Greeted by the cheers of a crowd, 
numbering over 100,000, Captain Lind- 
bergh, the hero of: the lone trans-Atlantic 
flight, landed at Croydon Aerodrome at 
one minute past six last evening. He 
left Brussels at 3.30 p.m., and when at 
eight minutes to six his approach was 
signalled from the Aerodrome tower, the 
crowd’s excitement became intense. 

BARRIER BROKEN DOWN. 

As the monoplane, escorted by seven 
other machines, came in view, the specta- 
tors massed at the Stafford road side of 
the ground broke down an tron barrier 
and swarmed madly across the aerodrome. 
Police and officials tried to arrest the 
stampede, but their efforts were in vain.

Captain Lindbergh con- 
tinued to fly round: in circles, occasionally 
coming down to a height of about fiity 
feet. 
than any of those accompanying him, and 
when he soared into the air he did so at 
an amazingly acute angle. 

Buzzing like a swarm of angry wasps, 
the other aeroplanes continued to fly 
round the aerodrome. . 

It appeared impossible for an aeroplane 
to land with safety, and it was thought 
the plans for alighting at Croydon would 
have to be cancelled, and that the air- 
man would be compelled to proceed to 
some other aerodrome. 

By a brilliant piece of work, the police 
and officials at last succeeded in clearing a 
space of sufficient length for the ’plane to 
descend. 


WOMEN KNOCKED DOWN.

ing, but as the monoplane touched the 
ground a sudden madness seemed to 
descend upon the spectators. From all 
sides they rushed frantically on to the 
aerodrome. Women were knocked down 
in the rush, and police and officials were 
swept aside.

Lindbergh and his machine had become 
the centre of a cheering, laughing, almost 
hysterical throng.

NEW YORE, Sunday. 

‘According to a statement issued yester- 
day by the Rev. Wilfred Parsons, S.J., 
on his return from a visit to the exiled 
Mexican bishops in Texas, Mexican troops 
under General Amaro, the Minister for 
War, have been conducting a barbarous 
campaign against the revolutionists in 
Jalisco and other States. 

The accounts of this campaign were so 
shocking, said Father Parsons, that at 
first he had hesitated to believe them, but 
refugees again and again confirmed inci- 
dents réported to him. General Amaro, 
he said, seemed to be carrying out a policy 
of extermination. 

During the first part of May, when the 
revolutionists were in control of the State 


charge of the campaign. A proclamation 
was issued which ordered all the in- 
habitants to go to certain zones, 

On May 15 General Ramirez issued 
orders that families were not to be per- 
mitted to leave their farms in the “zone 
of bombardment ” ; all were to be assumed 
to have aided the revolutionists. 

On May 17 an order was given to bomb 
these villages, ‘‘to exterminate those who 
aid the rebels.”

Funds for the payment of ‘interest on 
the Shanghai-Nanking Railway. Loan, due. 
on June 1, are not forthcoming for the 
first time since the opening of the railway 
nearly twenty years ago. 

The inability to pay, ofcourse, results 
from the suspension of traffic, owing to the 
military occupation of the line. In normal 
circumstances if was a very remunerative 
concern, showing a substantial surplus 
over all charges, but, owing to a succes- 
sion of wars in Kiangsu, the cash receipts 
have steadily declined since 1923, and for 
the last half-year have been only barely 
sufficient to cover operating expenses,

The original agreement relating to the 
railway differs from others in making no 
provision for amortisation, but a supple- 
mentary arrangement made in 1924 pro- 
vided for a series of payments.on this 
account.
